Soldier V o t e 
Hikes Majority 
For President 


Philadelphia,

The soldier vote tabulation today 
gave President Roosevelt a ma­ 
jority of almost 90,000 in Pennsyl­ 
vania aud practically assured tho 
victory of Hie entire Democ rati* 
statewide ticket, including close 
contests for U. S. s e n a to r and the 
state supreme court. 
The president received a major­ 
ity of 66,247 in the civilian vote 
over Governor Thomas E. Dewey 
and the soldier vote from ,50 coun­ 
ties, 
including Philadelphia, 
in­ 
creased it to 89,879. 
Congressman Francis J. Aivers, 
Democrat, was given a combined 
civilian 
and 
soldier margin 
of 
22,942 over U. S. Senator James 
J. Davis, Republican, who sought 
a third full term in the senate. 
Before entering the .senate Davis 
served as secretary of labor in the 
cabinets 
of 
President 
Harding, 
Coolidge and Hoover. The civilian 
vote gave Alyers a margin of 12,481 
over Davis. 
The tightest contest of the elec­ 
tion developed between Federal 
Circuit Court Judge Charles Alvin 
Jones, Democrat, and Justice How­ 
ard W. Hughes, Republican, for 
the state supreme court. 
The civilian vote left Jones only 
1,199 ahead of Hughes but the 
m ilitary tabulation from the 50 
counties reporting boosted it to 
13,042. 
Allegheny, which went Demo­ 
cratic in the civilian vote, is the 
largest county yet to report its 
soldier count. 
In Philadelphia President Roose­ 
velt received close to 17,000 sol­ 
dier vote m ajority for an approx­ 
imate 
150,000 
Gl-civilian 
lead. 
Philadelphia’s 
unofficial 
returns 
gave Roosevelt 34,850 to Dewey’s 
17,919. 
For congress, Republicans and 
Democrats elected 15 each with 
three contests still to be decided 
by the soldier vote count. They are 
Hic 7th, Delaware county, and the 
29th and 30th, both in Allegheny 
county. 
Pennsylvania’s 
present 
lineup in congress is 20 Republi­ 
cans and 13 Democrats. 
Republicans retained control of 
both branches of the state legis­ 
lature but the G. O. P. majority 
in the house has yet to be de­ 
termined.
